Building experts stress the im- 


portance of using adequately dried 
joist 
lumber 
and 
mibflooring 


boards to prevent floor squeaks in 
a house. 


They gay that squeaks rarely 


originate in the hardwood finish 
flooring. 
This is due, they point 


out, to the fact that modern haid- 
wood flooring, in addition to being 
air-dried for long periods before 
processing, is scientifically kiln- 
dried at the mill. 


The squeaks which sometimes 


develop in floors 
often 
can be 


traced to the- use of 
\\-r-t 
or 


"green" joist lumber or subfloor- 
ing boards, although 
inadequate 


nailing frequently is responsible, 
the experts declare. 


They 
explain 
that 
"green" 


joists and stibflooring boards even- 
tually lose most of their moisture. 
In so doing they shrink and pull

the nailing.
